WASHINGTON, June 6.—A German 
submarine is believed to have been „unk

An official announcement by the 
State Department today says the steam- 
er's final shot “apparently struck the 
submarine, which raised clear out of 
the water and stood stern end up for a 
few seconds.

The department's announcement fol- 
lows: 

“The Department of State is ‘advised 
by telegraph of an engagement between 
an armed American steamer and a sub. 
Tarine. The guns of the steamer were 
manned by an American naval crew. The 


submarine was first seen at about 7000 
yards. She had a six-inch gun forward 
and another aft.. She flew no flag. 

“Upon. sight of the submarine the 
steamer hoisted the American flag and 
waited for about 10 minutes. As the 
submarine approached the steamer 
fired. The submarine responded. The 
steamer kept a speed that would permit 
the submarine to come within range. 
Then followed a fight lasting for an 
hcur and a half. The submarine came 
to a distance of about 2300 yards. By 
that time the submarine had fired 38 
shots and the steamer 2%. The last shot 
of the steamer apparently struck the 
submarine, which raised clear out of 
the water and stood stern end up for 
a few seconds. Then she disappeared. 
The Captain of the steamer and the 
commander of the guard believe that 
the submarine was sunk. The steamer 
suffered no damage.”’

Attorney-General -McAllister,. in St.

Isonzo Smells of Snow. 


“And that is the Isenzo River, said 
the officer, when we reached the edge 
of the Udine Plain.

The 
milky jade waters smelt of snow from 
the hills as they plucked at the pon- 
toon bridges’ moorings which were made 
to allow for many feet of rise and fall. 
A snowed river is as untrustworthy 
as a drunkard. 

“The flavor of mules, burning fuels, 
and a procession of high-wheeled Sicil- 
ian carts, their panels painted with 
Biblical stories, added to the Eastern 
illusion. But the ridge on the far side 
of the river that looked so steep, and 
was in reality only a small flattish 
mound among mountains, resembled no 
land on earth. If the Matoppos 
married the Karroo they might have 
begotten some such abortion of stone- 
speckled, weather-hacked dirt. All 
along the base of it, indifferent to the 
thousands of troops around, to the 
scream of mules, the cough of motors, 
the whirr of machinery and the jarring 
carts, lay in endless belts of cemeteries 
those Italian dead who haw first made 
possible the way to the heights above. 

We brought them down and buried 
them after each fight,’’ said the officer. 
“There were many fights. Whole regi- 
ments Hie there-—and there—and thera. 
Some of them died in the early days 
when we made war without roads, some 
of them died afterward; when we had 
the roads, but the Austrians had the 
guns. Some of them died at the las 
when we beat the Austrians.

Welding Links of New Italy. 


“As the poet says, the battle is won 
by the men who fall. God knows how 
many mothers’ sons sleep along the 
river before Gradisca in the shadow of 
the first ridge of the wicked Carso. 
They can hear their. own indomitabi:2 
people always blasting their way to- 
ward the east and Trieste. The valley 
of the Isonzo multiplies the roar of the 
heavy pieces around Goritzia and in the 
mountains to the north, and sometimes 
enemy airplanes scar and rip up their 
resting places. They lie, as it were, in 
a giant smithy where the links of the 
new Italy are being welded under 
Smoke and flame and heat—heat from 
the dry shoals of the river bed before, 
and heat from the dry ridge behind 
them.

CALLS VACATION 


Youth Now in St. Louis Says He 
Was Well Treated Aboard 
See Adler. 


RELATES HIS EXPERIENCES 
Saw Eleven Merchant Ships Be- 


sides His Own Sunk—Was 
Sent to Rio Janeiro. 


Prison life aboard a German sea raid- 
er was found to be a pleasant existence 
in comparison to swabbing decks and 
caring for the tackling and rigging on 
a Mississippi River steamboat, by Luther 
Lethers, a %-year,0ld chap from Van 
Wert, O., who was a victim of the ram- 
pages of the German See Adler (Sea 
Eagle) and is now working as a deck- 
hand of the Steamer Alton. 

Lethers was a prisoner for 4 days 
aboard the See Adler while it was rav- 
aging merchantmen in the South Atlan- 
tic waters, and during his imprisonment 
saw 12 French, English, Italian and Nor- 
wegian trade ships sent to the bottom 
of the sea. He was impressed by what 
he described as the splendid treatment 
accorded to the prisoners by the Ger- 
mans. The men were granted freedom, 
he said, had plenty of good food and 
received daily rations of smoking and 
chewing tobacco. 

Relates His Experiences. 

Yesterday afteraoon on the Alton, with 
careful references to tabulated records 
of the‘raider’s destructive journey, on 
which were the names of the ships sunk, 
numbers of prisoners, names of the cap 
tains, and the nautica! positions of the 
sinkings, he narrated his experiences tv 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“IT signed for the Pinmore, a light mer- 
chant vessel, in England, on the first 
of last February, and we set out on the 
18th for South America. On the 2lst we 
were sighted by what appeared to be a 
Merchant ship flying the Norwegian 
flag. When we were within hailing dis- 
tance the ship hoisted the German flag 
and we were told to leave the boat. Tw 
motor boats were sent over for us, an. 
the two guns of 16 millimeters and 16 
machine guns were trained on the Pin- 
more, their fire sending it to the bot- 
tom. 

"Twenty-nine of us were made prison- 
ers. During the next % days 11 more 
merchant ships, flying flags of the al- 
lies and one that of Norway, were sent 
down, the crews in each case being fore- 
warned and transferred to the See Ad- 
ler. When a ship was sighted the Ger- 
man flag was lowered and a foreign one 
raised, the Stars and Stripes being one 
of those most frequently used in de- 
ceiving intended victims. 

Transferred, Sent to Rio Janeiro. 

On March N we encountered the Cam- 
bronné, a French trader, at latitude 21 
south, longtitude 7 west, a point in the 
Atlantic almost due east of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, about two-thirds of the way to 
the African coast. By this time over 300 
prisoners were aboard, and the See Ad- 
ler was becoming overcrowded. The cap- 
tain of the raider placed the Carbonne 
under command of the captain of the 
Pinmore and ordered him to take all of 
the prisoners to Rio de Janeiro and re- 
lease us. In order to delay our crossing 
and thereby hold back information con- 
cerning the raider, several of the sails 
and masts were cut. That is about all 
to the voyage. When we arrived at Rio 
de Janeiro the foreign consuls took 
charge of the prisoners and sent us back 
te our own lands. 

Lethers says the See Adler was about 
thirty years old and had been built for 
the American trade. Its tonnage was 
1800 and it did o knots an hour. The 
armament was well concealed. 


“Our life on the See Adler.“ Lethers 
said, was simply a 4-day vacation 
We went to bed and got up when we 
wished, and occasionally napped in the 
daytime. The Germans were not un- 
friendly, but few of us could speak 
their language. They were pleasant to 
us at all times. Those of the prisoners 
who desired to work aboard ship were 
paid for their labor. 

We were at no time confined to our 
quarters, even when a merchant ship 
was being captured. The food given 
to us was the same as that eaten by 
the German sailors. The only thing 
unpleasant about the trip was that it 
became monotonous after a few weeks. 

The ship was run by an engine fed by 
oil. Lethers said he learned that the 
vessel left Germany on Dec. W and had 
not put into port anywhere when he 
left it. The ship was stocked with food- 
stuffs and took on none of the cargoes 
of captured ships. 

Leathers left his home in Ohio three 
years ago. Since then he has worked 
in various capacities about merchant 
vessels. He desires to enlist in the 
navy, but because of poor health fears 
that he will not be accepted.

EXPLORERS IN NO DANGER 


Can Resort to Eskimo Mode of 


Living, if Necessary — Re- 
port on Last Year’s Work. 


* 


NEW YORK, June 6.—The first de 
tailed news from Donald B. McMillan, 
head of the so-called Crocker land ex- 
pedition, announcing that he and his 
companions had only enough supplies to 
last them until August of this year, and 


urging that another relief ship be sent 
to them, has been received here by Dr. 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, president of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
and chairman of the Crocker Land Com- 
mittee. It is announced that the steam 
sealing vessel Neptune, chartercd re 
cently by the committee, probably wilil 
sail about July 1 from Nova Scotia, 
under command of Capt. Robert A. 
Bartlett, for Etah. 

Although the expedition has been one 
of the costliest on record, it is said that 
from a scientific viewpoint the results 
have fully justified the expenditure. 
While Crocker land, which Rear Ad- 
miral Peary believed he saw, proved to 
be a mirage, the McMillan party has 
discovered six new islands, mapped and 
explored Finlay Island, and gathere.i 
geographical, botanical, 
and ethnological material of great im- 
portance. 

The message from McMillan, which 
was written about the middle of Feb- 
ruary, was transmitted through the 
American Minister at Copenhagen by 
Dr. Harrison J. Hunt of Bangor, Me., 
surgeon of the expedition, who left the 
McMillan party and reached Godhaven, 
in the Faroe Islands, in company with 
W. Elmer Ekblaw, the expedition’s ge- 
ologist and representative of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, . 


An Members of Party 
The message said in part: 


All well at Etah headquarters, Crock- 
er land expedition. Relief ships of 1915 
and 1916 failed to reach us. Dr. E. O. 
Hovey and Capt. Gearge Comer arrived 
by power boat from Nofth Star Bay in 
September. Will spend year with us 
Hunt and Ekblaw proceeding home by 
way of South Greenland and Copen- 
hagen. Have good warm house, plenty 
of fuel and adequate supply of food un- 
til August, 1917. A third ineffectual at- 
tempt at relief will compel us to resort 
to Eskimo mode of living—an igloo for 
shelter, skins for clothing and meat for 
food. 

Plans for 1916 trip carried out success- 
fully. Left Etah March 22 with seven 
Eskimos, eight sledges, 8) dogs for ex- 
ploration on Finlay Land, the King 
Christian Island of Sverdrup. This land 
was seen about 64 years ago by Franklin 
Search Expedition, but as far as I am 
able to learn has never been visited by 
white man. Plan to go light, go fast and 
live largely upon resources of the coun- 
try in order to get back before Smith 
Sound broke out in Spring. Crossed 
Ellesmere Land by old Eskimo pass, as- 
cending river bed at the head of Flagler 
Bay to height of land, thence to height 
of Glacier to altitude of 4000 feet, de- 
scending into the head of Bay Fiord.

A, trust company vol- 
unteered to send them, and further, it 
gives, with the bank’s compliments, 2 
booklet entitled ‘How to Keep Your 
Baby Well.’ Thäs is productive adver- 
tising.”’ 


TELLS HOW ADVERTISING

Samuel C. Dobbs, vice president and 
advertising manager of the Coca Cola 
Co., Atlanta, speaking at the open joint 
session of the advertising convention 
yesterday afternoon, said: 

“The nation has breught a charge 
against advertising. It stands today be- 
fore the great forum of public opinion 
charged with a serious offense. Through- 
out this land has grown the cry for 
economy and conservation. There must 


of effort and advertising stands téday, 
and you can’t get away from it, charged 
with the offense of increasing the cost 
of merchandising and ultimately falling 
upon.the shoulders of a common people, 
the big public. Mr. Consumer, if you 
please, has brougat that charge, and ths 
purveyors of anadvertised and unbrand- 
ed articies are clamoring for an indict- 
ment.

He had a new wagon, and on one side 
was a big, strong horse and on the other 
side was a jackass, and the big horse 
was constantly pushing.the wagon and 
the jackass over into the ditch. He was 
making mo progress, because there was 
no harmony in action with his team.

“Has advertising increased the cost of 
living? Absolutely. Just in proportion 
as it raised the standards of living. The 
question of this country today is not 
how cheap we may live, but how well 
we may live with the dollar that we 
spend. 

“We do not propose to establish the 
standards of pauperized Europe in this 
country. We want every citizen in a 
éomfortable home, through the adver- 
'tising of the great sanitary manufac- 
turers. We want to see a bathroom inf 
every humble home in America through 
the advertising of the great breakfast 
food companies. The breakfast of the 
American nation has been revojition- 
ised and many a case of dyspepsia 
cured. Advertising alone has taken the 
automobile from out of the field of the 
toy of the idle rich and made it an eeo- 
nomic necessity. It has revolutionized 
the war me in the war zone of Eu- 
rope. Advertising has dont much to 
raise the efficiency of manufacturing, 
for advertising makes promises which 
manufacturers and retailers must live 
up to.

trained men in Belgium in two weeks, 
instead of “muddling along” for nearly 
two years with, the volunteer system 
that broke down ‘before gtting into real 
action, and which cost her billions of 
dollars. Isn’t that a lesson for us? 


We suggest to Congress, now that we 
have embarked upon the most colossal 
and far-reaching undertaking in our 
history and one that will require the 
1 expenditure of stupendous sums of mon- 
ey, that we must not ignore the experi- 
ence of the alies; we must profit by and 
not follow their mistakes. There are two 
things that stand out conspicuously, 
which must be done if we are to win 
this war and insure the future of our 
country: 

1 We must greatly enlarge and 
strengthen the general staff of the army 
and of the navy. The most expert ad- 
vice alone should prevail. Can we do 
better than to follow the French plan? 


2. We should adopt at once a sane sys- 
tem of universal military training for 
the young men of the nation physically 
kit, say when they reach their nineteenth 
year; this plan to become operative as 
soon as possible after the training of the 
men to be called by the selective draft. 
The cantonments and training stations 
now being established will be admirabiv 
adapted for permanent training quarters. 


Country Ready for It. 

The country is ready for this legisia- 
tion; the press is practically unanimous 
for it; the need for i: is confirmed by the 
experience of the entire world. 

We have no grounds to justify the as- 
sumption that the present war will be 
the last, or that after it nations wil] 
join in a league to enforce peace, or tha: 
the plan would work if it were agreed to. 
War always has been and probably al- 
ways will be. So long as mankind re- 
mains selfish, so long national rights 
will have to be defended by a strong 
arm; hence the necessity for universal! 
military training. 

Ther is another reason for training 
that is quite as compelling, and that is 
that it will regenerate American man- 
heod. Thousands of parents in all parts 
of the country are, at great expens:. 
sending their sons to military academics 
because of the splendid results of such 
training. Under the plan proposed, this 
invaluable training would be furnished 
free. It will break down caste and make 
us a real nation. With the sons of the 
rich and the poor wearing the same un!- 
| form and doing the same work, without 
distinetion, democracy will be a living 0 
reality and not an empty pretense. This

It anyone would see the Ang 33 


principle of democracy at work. speed · 
ed up by the socializing trend of this 
war, let him come to Washington. For 
Anglo-Saxon democracy is the parable 
of the prodigal son, and America is the 
far country into which we have taken 
our inheritance of liberty. That we 
should have squandered it at first, that 
we should have gone to the limits of in- 
dividualism, self-contentment and self- 
sufficienoy is not surprising—it is mere- 
ly psychology. And now, after we have 
come to the husks and dregs, it is not 
surprising either that the yearning to 
be socialized should begin to overwhelm 
us, and in search of our own self-re- 
alization we should voluntarily turn our 
faces homeward co do our share in 
bringing about a greater brotherhood of 
man and kingdom of God. That is mere- 
ly psychology, too. 

And when I speak of Anglo-Saxon de- 
mocracy, I speak of something that is 
greater than the ties of blood, of a tra- 
dition, a principle at work in us and in 
the world. I speak of that initiative and 
self-confidence, of that conquering fa'th 
that drives forth the pioneer to find him- 
self, that gives him self-reliance, «hat 
frees him from subserviency; and then. 
discovering that his battle is only half 
won, that he cannot live unto hiniself 


achieve his quest. Environment has 
made him, not blood; environment has 
changed his heart and even the shape 
of his head. And some of the finest 
Americans I know are of Jewish or 
Latin or Celtic or Teuton ancestry. 
They are here in Washington today, 
doing their bit, and working in every 
city and hamlet of the country. 


More Than Crowns at Stake 
Armageddon has come, in the outward 


form of an Old Testament war. That 
is only its disguise. And most of those 
who are shouting the loudest for demuc- 
racy do not know what democracy is. 
Pérhaps the most sinister, but by far the 
most significant event, that has oc- 
curred in the conflict, is the Russian 
revolution. -In it the true note of presaze 
has been struck. The foundation of ail 
war is privilege, and this is a war 
against privilege, containing. as it dos, 
the germ that will transform the social 
systems of the nations involved, Out- 
wardly the attempt of a privileged class 
of an empire drunk with pride ard 
power to dominate the world, inwardiy 
it is the culmination of many decades 
of social unrest, the bursting into flame 
of a world revolution. Moré, much 
more, is at stake than dominions ard 
principalities and crowns. 

It is well for America to understand 
this. The real cleavage, the real strug- 
gle, is between privilege and equality 
of opportunity, not between William of 
Hohenzollern and the Slav menace; nor 
is the fundamental issue that of a Bal- 
kan corridor or a new partition of con 
tinental Europe or the German colonies 
of Africa. The issue is the brothernood 
of man, and it is for this our navy and 
yur armies are preparing to fight. Rus- 
sia is the symptom, Europe the battle 
ground, America the ultimate pivot. Suc- 
cess or failure depends on us. If Ger- 
many wins reacticn and privilege are 
to gain a new grip, the battle for lib- 
erty will have to be fought all over 
again. The fact that the masses of 
America have been slow to realize it. 
have hitherto persisted—and quite nat- 
urally—in regarding the struggle as yet 
another of those wars aroused by jeal- 
ousy and the lust for conquest of the 
nations of an overcrowded Europe, has 
largely accounted for our former indif- 
ference. 


Human Liberty the Stake. 
The flaming issue of today, the issue 


in which America, and especially West 
ern America, is absorbed is the social 
issue. And once we perceive that Ar- 
mageddon is being fought on this our 
indifference will be at an end. George 
Washington was right. So long as Fu- 
rope quarreled over privilege, dominions 
and crowns it was none of our affair; 
but now that human liberty is at stake, 
not alone in America but in every coun- 
try in the globe, we can fight side by 
side with democratized Britain. whom 
our influence and that of her own do- 
minions of Canada and Australia has 
helped to democratize. For the Anglo- 
Saxon principle of liberty that comes 
to itself without externa: pressure or 
R authority we have fought 
four wars, and now we are preparing to 
fight another, the greatest of all. 

In the meantime one sees anoma- 
lies, at once humorous and tragic. 
Well-dressed people come and go, 
laughing and chatting along the green 
streets of Washington, the hotels are 
gay, jeweled women and men in even- 
ing clothes are feasting, there are din- 
ner parties every night, dinner par- 
ties restricted to three courses, and 
$300 worth of flowers. In various 
parts of the land some of our pa- 
triote are clamoring for business as 
usual. But down on the battleship 
fleet, of which I shal! write, our naval 
officers are working twelve house « 
day, and often more, training our 
ninety thousand new recruits who 
will fight thie battle for liberty on 
the seas. On the seas must the battle 
be fought, and the victory for liberty

All litera- 
ture that has lasted has this clatn upon 
us—that it is not dead 21t wa can it 
be quite so sure of any as we are o? 
the ancient literature that still lives 
because more has lived so long. It holds 
a sort of primacy in the aristocracy of 
natural selection.“ 

- Four other statements from American 
statesmen were presented. These were: 
Ex-President Taft: I believe that the 
success of the continental systems of 
education and of that in Great Britain 
establishes the fact that the claseical 
studies are important as an essential 
element in the best libéral education. In 
addition to the mental discipline which 
study of them affords, they are most 
helpful in the matter of correct Englisn 
style, in laying sound foundations for 
grammatical construction and in furnish- 


languages. 

Theodore Roosevelt: A cultural educa- 
tion must include the classics. Every 
liberaNy educated man should be famil- 
iar with Greek or Latin, anf, if possi- 
ble, with both, as well as of at least 
one.of the great modern culture lan- 
guages and a wide sweep of general his- 
tory and prehistory.”

Root Relieves te Chansion. 

Elihu Root: I am a firm believer in 

the value of studying Greek and Latin 
Although in after life one may forget 
much that he has learned, he can never 
lose the influence on his character. 
Dean West received this cable mes- 
sage from Viscount Bryce: 
“Rejoice to hear energetic efforts be- 
ing made in America to vindicate place 
of classical studies. Modern world needs 
ancient writings as much as ever, not 
only because they furnish perpetual de- 
lights as models of style, but aleo be- 
cause by their very unlikenéss to modern 
conditions they touch imagination, 
stimulate thought and enlarge our view 
of men and nature. They enter into and 
have done much to instill what is best 
in modern literature, and are the com- 
mon heritage of civilized peoples, the 
permanent foundation on which the re- 
public of letters has been built. Save 
them for posterity.” 

President John Grier Hibben of Prince- 

ton, in opening the conference, said: 
“It seems eminently appropriate At 
this tims, when we are confronted with 
the tragedy of war, to look forward to 
the time when a new generation will 
take up the problems of the world. We 
hope it will not be only a new world but 
a better world, and in order that tne 
boys and girls of today may be equal to 
their tasks they must have a vigor 5 
mind such as the world has not known 
How are we to give them the power t 
penetrate beneath the surface and see 
beyond far horizons if their studies re- 
flect only the interests of the moment?” 
The value of the clagsies in journalism 
was treated by Charles R. Miller, editor 
of the New York Times, and Edward 
P. Mitchell, editor of the New York Sun. 
Miller said: 
“A man of my calling, comfortabiy 
assiduous and having length of years, 
puts into print the equivalent of 100 
octave volumes of 350 pages each. Who 
in the realm of pure literature writes so 
much. It is. not literature, it would mies 
the mark if it were, but its object is 
best attained if it have the form and 
quality of literature. To the multitude it 
is the abiding and most familiar ex- 
ample in the use of language in other 
than spoken form. It is quite unneces- 
sary to argue that a stream from which 
so many take their fill should be pure 
at the source. Standards may be kept 
inviolate by the pen of genius writing 
for the cloistered few; current speech 
takes its form very much from the 
daily newspaper. 


“It is a responsibility not lightly borne 
by men of conscientious habits. Through 
what discipline comes fitness to bear it 
worthily? There must be an instructed 
discrimination in the use of thé elements 
of thé language, a sense always clear 
and sure of the just word. It is my 
observation and judgment that the sur- 
eat way, certainly the shortest way to 
the acquisition of thie sense of values, 
comes through the texta of the Greek 
and Latin and the less alluring but in- 
dispensable pages of the grammarians.”

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‘AMERICA’S WAR 
EFFORTS SADLY 
BREAKING DOWN 


German People Told by Press 
That Loan Is Failure and U. S. 
Can't Raise Army.

STOCKHOLM, June 5.—The Germans 
continue to succeed admirably in fool- 
ing themselves into the comforting con- 
vietion that America’s participation in 
the war is not to be taken seriously as 
a military factor. The skillfully manip- 
ulated German press presents the as- 
tonishing phenomenon of a complete 
vacuum as far as real American news 
ie concerned, and such scant news as is 
permitted to filter in is converted into 
roothing syrup calculated to make the 
average German reader believe America 
is hanging back, loath to fight. 

As typical of what is being fed to 
the German public, it is worth while 
analyzing a feature story in the Vos- 
sische Zeitung. purporting to be a tele- 
wraphic dispatch from London. With 
significant indirectness it is headlined, 
“Sad Breaking Down of America’s War 
Preparations.”’ 

It lets its readers late the secret that 
the first American war loan is a colos- 
sal failure, saying: 
great American Liberty Loan so far 
have had a crushing effect on the spirits 
nere. The American public simply takes 
no netice of the loan and leaves partici- 
pafion to the great banks and insurance 
companies.“ 


News to Amertea 
This probably will be news in America,

Only 120,00 men had volunteered 
for both the army and navy up to 
April 1. 

This unknown specialist on America 
adds the explanation that “it must be 
borne in mind that the greater part of 
these volunteers come of good middle - 
class families and from academic cir- 
cles,“ intimating that the cream ha: 
been already skimmed. The war hymr., 
‘My eyes have seen the glory of the 
coming of the Lord,’ no longer seduces, 
and, after the departure of the English 
and French missions, views of leading 
military and naval circles which oppose 
sending not only untrained men but 
strong expeditionary corps, are gaining 
the upper hand. * 


“All these factors, together with 
Wilson ever bringing stronger pres- 
sure for the solution of the Irish 
question, have made a deep impres- 
sion upon London, which expresses 
itself in a totally changed view of 
America’s entry into war.’ 


Germans Feel Optimistic. 

The dverage German, reading noth- 
ing but such dispatches, can hardly 
be blamed for feeling optimistic, nor 
is it wonderful that pan-Germans 
have not only taken heart again but 
are unfolding effective propaganda 
throughout the empire against pre- 
mature peace and for far-going an- 
nexations. 

Another fruitful method of mold- 
ing German public opinion is to quote 
pessimistic alleged Washington dis- 
patches to London papers and all cor- 
responding English editorial comment 
available. As an example, the whole 
German press is featuring a dispatch 
from Washington to the London Post, 
purporting to report widespread re- 
sistance and agitation against com- 
pulsory service, the Lokal Anzeiger, 
for example, headlining it The Bur- 
densome Conscription.” Going 
through a Berlin paper with a super- 
fine tooth comb will yield-not a sin- 
gle uncensored news flea capable of 
causing discomfort to the German 
mind.

John Alvin Brock. a contractor who

But with war forced upon us, he does not argue 
that the way to destroy militarism in the rest 
of the world is to abet militarism in Germany.

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THE DREAMER OF KRONSTADT. 
Anatole Lamanoff, the student: of. chemistry |. 
whose eloquence and enthusiasm have enabled 
him to become a sort of dictator of the island 
fortress Kronstadt, from which he deffes the Rus- 
sian provisional Government, is evidently an 
impractical dreamer. If his political vision should 
prevail in Russia, Germany would find that coun- 
try as easy to conquer as if it were peopled by 
tribes of Indians. 

One of Lamanoff’s principal tenets appears to 
be that a nation’s political entities—its provinces, 
counties, cities and districts—should be bound 
to each other by the loosest and most tenuous 
ties. He advocates a strong local government for 
Kronstadt, but denies to the country’s central 
Government any real power of control over what 
Kronstadt or any other locality may choose to 
do. And this, too, in the crisis of war that threat- 
ens the country with invasion and conquest by 
a foreign Power. Lamanoff does not seem to 
have absorbed the lesson af Aesop's fable of the 
bundle of sticks. 
Nothing would please Prussia better than that 
Russian cities and provinces should adopt the 
Lamanoff idea of secession and weakening of the 
central authority. The German armies could 
then go in and conquer these provinces and cities 
in detail. 

Lamanoff’s folly is repudiated even by the 
Socialist members of the Russian Government. 
He will not last long. ; 
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The pan-Germans are asking for the partition of 
Russia and the Baron Rosens of Russia are doing 
their best to make such a consummation possible. 
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THE STOLEN SPRINGFIELD BABY. 

Charley Ross, most famous .victim of a kid- 
naping plot in America, was 5 years of age when 
taken from his parents in Philadelphia on July 1 
1874. Eddie Cudahy, abducted by Pat Crowe in 
1900, and restored on payment of $25,000, was 14. 
Billy Whitla, whose abduction from Sharon, Pa., 
in March, 1909, stirred the country, was 8. Frank 
Viviano, lately ransomed from abductors in this

But Baby Lloyd Keet, son of J. Holland Keet of 
Springfield, is only 14 months old. That efforts 
for the recovery of this stolen child should be 
followed with the most intense interest in all 
parts of the country is natural.

The guest who dared to 
omit any part of this elaborate Baccha- 
nalian routine was looked upon and 
treated as an unclubable fellow, the

I always thought that 
being a florist must be an interesting 
business; I loved flowers and was sure 
it must be pleasant working with them 
all of the time. A friend of mine owned 
some greenhouses. Later she opened 
a regular florist’s shop, here in the 
city. 

„After a time she asked me to come 
to assist her and I was delighted. For 
several years we worked together; then, 
when she decided to give up the busi- 
ness, I took it over. By that time, of 
course, I was quite familiar with all 
the details. 

“One of the hard things about it is 
being at the flower market at 5 o’clock 
in the morning, or thereabouts, and 
sometimes, as in the holiday season, 
for example, I am busy until 1 o'clock 
in the morning. This sort of business 
is either quiet or rushing, as a rule. 
“Then, too, there is a great deal of 
the game about it; it takes some time 
to learn what and how to buy. : 
“Some days one sells so much more 
than other days and, of course, one 
wants to have as few flowers left as 
possible. I have found a way of get- 
ting rid of most of what surpius I may 
have. I sell as seconds, and so at 
a lower price, the leftover blossoms, 
and find there is quite a market for 
them. 

am always careful to tell those 
who buy them just how old and in 
what condition they are. Many are 
glad to get them, for, of course, they 
get many more for the same amount 
of money than they could of freshly 
cut flowers, ,and, if they want them 
just for one dinner or luncheon, per 
haps, they do very well. 
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“One curious thing about buying 
flowers at wholesale is that as a rule 
the wholesale dealers do not have any 
set prices. One has to be alert every 
minute to make the best and fairest 
bargain possible. This makes it difti- 
cult to have set prices at retail, since 
the wholesale prices vary so. : 

The best policy that I have been able 
to work out is to sell my flowers as 
reasonably as I can, without injury to 
my pocketbook or my reputation. 

“Aside from the rns, palms and 
other potted plants which a florist must 
keep, I find that vases, flower bow!s 
and holders, baskets, ribbons and at- 
tractive indoor window boxes make up 
an important side line. 

“If any woman were to ask my ad- 
vice about going into this businesg I 
would tell her that unless she were to 
start in, as I did, as an assistant to 
someone else, it would require consid- 
erable initial capital. And, however 
one begins, she needs a goodly store of 
what the country people call gumption. 
willingness to work, alertness and the 
ability to think clearly and quickly and 
to follow up one’s thoughts with action.

We have, 
here in America, a great deal to unlearn, 


Ta great many false ideas to discard; we 


do not know exactly what yet, but we 
realize that we must go down to the 
fundamental thought in art. Our ideas 
are, perhaps, too ornate,” said Miss Le- 
ila Wittler, in telling a representative 
of the Christian Science Monitor of the 
Vocation she is following. 

“When I was living in Paris, I be- 
came much interested in the work which 
a young woman was doing over there in 
helping people to become acquainted 
with the wonderful art treasures of 
that city. She organized what she called 
‘Promenade Talks’ and took groups of 
people through the Louvre, really intro- 
ducing them to the paintings there and 
helping them to understand what they 
stood for, how to appreciate them, and 
how to get the thought of the artist. 
We have splendid art collections here 
in the United States, and it seemed to 
me that here was just such an oppor- 
tunity for helping people to enjoy and 
appreciate the art treasures in them. 
So I began a series of promenade talks 
in the Metropolitan Museum. One day 
we visit and discuss the paintings of 
the Italian schools, another day the 
Flemish, German and Dutch, again the 
French and Spanish, and on still another 
day the English and American, It is 
interesting work and I find a constant- 
ly increasing response. People are eager 
to know what is going on in new lines of 
art and are interested in comparing the 
new with the old, to see if there is 
growth. 

“A great many school children join 
me in these art promenades, and it is 
a great pleasure to watch them devel- 
op in art appreciation. Among these 
children are not only the artists of the 
future, but also the art critics, Many 
of the grown-ups are still just a little 
bit afraid of modern things, are in- 
clined to look somewhat askance at 
them, and then turn their backs and 
devote themselves to contemplation and 
study of the old masters who have at- 
tained great reputations.
